DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 10/30/2009 is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97.

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The subject 
matter of the independent claim could either not be found or was not suggested in the 
prior art of record. The prior art does not disclose or render obvious the combination as 
claimed specifically including an injection device having at least one capacitor contained 
within the housing providing the sole electric power for powering the drive system for 
performing at least one injection, at least one inductive charging element coupled to the 
capacitor within the housing and partially arranged along an exterior face of the housing 
and being configured to operably and removably engage an external charging device 
having a complementary structure via the portion of the inductive charging element on 
the exterior face of the housing, wherein when the capacitor is charged the drive system 
is operable when the external charging device has been removed from the inductive 
charging element, and having a processor for determining the number of injections 
which can be performed in combination with the other elements of the claims.
